Responsive to the Notice of Abandonment mailed January 14, 2004, Applicants 
respectfully assert that for the following reasons, the withdrawal of the holding of abandonment is 
in order. 



Applicants in the above-identified patent application have received a Notice of 
Abandonment, dated January 14, 2004, copy enclosed as Exhibit A, advising that the application is 
abandoned due to Applicants' failure to timely respond to the Notice to File Missing Parts (the 
"Notice") mailed October 4, 2001.
